SAN FRANCISCO (U?)—Rampag- 
ing rivers fed by torrential rains to- 
day drove thousands from their 
homes, inundated large areas of 
farm land, disrupted transporta- 
tion and caused millions of dollars 
of damage in northern California. 

The Sacramento River, creeping 
perilously toward flood stage over 
a 200-mile stretch, poured over 
its banks at Dunsmuir, flooded at 
least 400 river front homes at Red- 
ding and threatened to burst 
through its levees at Gerber. 

The new rainstorm hit northern 
California and central California 
early today, the third in five days. | 
The downpour reached near cloud- 
burst proportions at San Francis- 
co where .20 of an inch fell with- 
in eight minutes at 4:35 a. m. The 
new rains gave impetus to the 
crests moving down the Sacramen- 
to, Feather, American, San Joaquin 
and lesser rivers.

IN HOGS, DAIRY COWS, MILK HEIFERS; 
SHEEP, CATTLE, HORSES DECLINE 


SACRAMENTO — The annual 
January inventory estimates of live- 
stock on farms in California, just 
released by the Federal-State Crop 
Reporting Service at the State De- 
partment of Agriculture, show in- 
creased numbers of hogs, milk 
cows and milk heifers on farms, and 
a decreased number of sheep, all 
cattle, horses and mules. 


The total January 1, 1940 farm in- 
ventory value of these classes of 
livestock was estimated at $149,- 
134,000, almost equal to the Janu- 
ary 1, 1939 value of $149,753,000. 


Hog numbers increased 12 per 
cent in California during 1939 from 
a total of 763,000 head on Jan 1, 
1939, to 855.000 head on January 1, 
1940. 

The average farm value of hogs 
dropped to $8.40 per head from an 
average of $9.90 per head a year 
ago. 

The increased numbers did not 
| offset lower per head values, and 
| total value of hogs was $7,219,000, 
5 per cent less than last year when 
| hogs were valued at $7,561,000, 


The number of all cattle on farms 
January 1, 1940, was 2,161,000 head. 
This was 3 per cent less than a 
year ago and 1 per cent below the 
10-year (1929-38) average. 

The per head value of cattle on 
farms January 1, 1940 was $44.90, 
compared with $42.30 a year earlier. 

Total value of cattle and calves 
was $97,017,000 on January 1, 1940, 
compared with $94,316,000 a 
earlier. 


The number of milk cows increas- 
ed one per cent to 674,000 head 
from 667,000 on June 1, 1939. 

The value of milk cows per head 
was $64, compared with $62 a year 
earlier.
